The organizations voting 
were: 
chamber of commerce, Enid; cham­ 
ber of commerce. Oklahoma City; 
chamber of commerce and federa­ 
tion of allied interests, Tulsa. 
The statement of principles on 
which the vote was taken summar-; 
ized briefly, as follows: 
One. livery person has the right 
to engage in any lawful occupation

Many motorists liefer to keep 
their ear tops down in sammer. 
Summer .is the season of sudden 
rain storms. How often do we see 
an open ear parked beside the curb, 
the owner in his office, or a store, 
or house, the seats so deluged by 
a sudden rainfall as to make it im­ 
possible to use it except at the ex­ 
pense of wet clothing. 
Here and there a man has solved 
the problem in a simple way. A 
blanket 
is made of top material— 
either pyroxylin coated or rubberis­ 
ed. It need not be as heavy ma­ 
terial as the top. Making it consists 
merely of cutting the goods to de­ 
sired size and hemming the edges. 
It can be folded and tucked out of 
the way when not in use. Goods are 
obtainable from top makers, trim­ 
mers and some department stores.
